HISTORIC Severndroog Castle is 
opening its doors again to the public 
after 25 years. 

It follows a labour-of-love by a group 
of dedicated enthusiasts who were 
determined to see it restored to its former 
glory. Described as “London’s greatest 
folly” it is now set to become yet another 
important visitor attraction in the royal 
borough, with facilities for community use. 

The unique 18th century Grade II* listed 
tower in the Shooters Hill woodlands 
officially opens on Sunday (July 20). 

Events run from 10.30am to 4.30pm 
with guided tours and specially-arranged 
sideshows including a storytelling tent, 
birds of prey, woodland tours, a barbecue, 
and stalls from local organisations.

The tower has a spiral staircase and 86 
steps to the top, and wheelchair access is 
limited to the ground floor. 

A spokesperson for the trust said: 
“Residents can now revisit this building 
which many remember from their youth. 
Everyone is welcome on opening day 
but we may be busy so visitors should be 
prepared to queue. 

“The folly will once again give access to a 
beautiful panorama from the refurbished 
viewing platform which sits atop the 
circular staircase within the castle. You

• A council spokesman said: "We are sorry 
to hear you have experienced difficulties. 
Thank you for your suggestion. We operate 
a kerbside collection service, rather than 
returning bins to every front garden. 

This greatly reduces the chance of traffic 
congestion, which is especially important to 
avoid on narrow or busy roads. 

We do need residents to help by putting 
their bins out at the right time and returning 
them as soon as possible after collection. We 
request that residents make an arrangement 
with a neighbour if they can't return their 
bins promptly after collection. 

We do offer assisted collections for elderly or 
infirm people who are physically unable to 
move their bins. Anybody who requires this

Play up - and 
on the streets

PLANS to enable children to play in 
streets temporarily closed to traffic 
are being considered by the council. 

The move is in line with a nationwide 
campaign to bring back ‘play streets’, once 
a common sight for their parents’ and 
grandparents’ generations. 

Many roads in towns across the country 
are already closing to cars to allow children 
to play safely in the street after school. 

In the borough, Trenchard Street in 
Greenwich and Eversley Road in Charlton 
have been put forward as possible sites, 
following requests from residents. 

If agreed, both roads would be able to close 
for ‘playing out’ on a weekday afternoon 
every fortnight, in the afternoon and early 
evening. 

These would then be used as a pilot 
scheme so residents could apply for 
closures in other borough streets. 

A petition with more than 80 signatures 
from residents of Eversley Road and nearby 
Sandtoft Road and presented to the council 
said: “We the undersigned support the idea 
of ‘playing out’. 

“This is where the traffic is restricted for 
an hour or two after school, one evening a 
month, so that children can play safely in

the road and residents can come out into 
the street to meet each other and build a 
community.” 

Another petition signed by residents in 
Trenchard Street said: “We the undersigned 
urge the council to support us in allowing 
Trenchard Street to be closed to traffic for a 
few hours each week to permit children to 
play and for community events.” 

Naomi Fuller from Playing Out, a not- 
for-profit company which helps residents 
set up play streets, said: “The streets just 
came alive with scooting and cycling and 
hopscotch and chalk.” 

The council’s Highways Committee, 
which meets tomorrow (Wednesday, July 
16), is due to consider the road closure 
requests and, if they go ahead, use them as 
a pilot for other play streets schemes. 

Play streets were first introduced in 
1935 by Leslie Hore-Belisha, the former 
Government transport minister who also 
introduced Belisha beacons, also known as 
a pelican beacon - the globe shaped amber 
light at the top of a black and white pelican 
crossing pole.

BRIGHTLY-COLOURED 
benches shaped like open 
books have been popping 
up all over Greenwich. 

It's all part of the Books 
About Town project, 
launched by the National 
Literacy Trust and Wild in Art, 
who are installing book- 
bench sculptures created 
by local artists and famous 
names. 

The London-wide project 
aims to celebrate the 
capital's literary heritage, 
and encourage reading for 
enjoyment. 

Locations for the book 
benches include Greenwich 
Park, which features The 
Jungle Book, Elmer the 
Elephant, The Time Machine 
and We're Going On a Bear 
Hunt. 

The Secret Diary of Adrian 
Mole appears in St Alfege 
Passage, The Railway 
Children is at the Old Royal 
Naval College, and Captain 
Scott's Autobiography is 
at the National Maritime 
Museum.

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Restored castle offers

London, the River Thames, Greenwich, 
Blackheath, Eltham and, on a fine day, 
seven counties. Visitors can also explore the 
building, visit our permanent exhibition and 
talk to volunteers about the restoration and 
the history of Severndroog. This will be a 
very special ‘to do’ experience for all ages.” 

The castle will be open every Thursday, 
Friday and Sunday from July 24. Entrance 
is £2.50 for adults and £2 for children and 
concessions. Adults must accompany 
children under 14. The tea room will open 
from 9am to 5pm every day except Monday. 

The castle was built in 1784 by Lady James 
of Eltham as a memorial to her husband, Sir 
William, who died in 1783. 

The building was closed to the public in 
1988 and has been unused ever since. The 
Severndroog Building Preservation Trust 
was set up in 2003 by a group of local people 
who were determined that the castle should 
be restored and the public given full access. 
They were supported by Greenwich Council 
which granted them a lease to restore and 
operate the castle. 

After years of work, the trust received 
a grant from the Heritage Lottery Fund 
for the physical restoration work and to 
develop plans for public access, learning and 
community involvement. 

Restoration work began in June last year 
with works carried out by local contractors 
Hilton Abbey, who had previously worked 
on the Royal Observatory and The Queen’s 
House in Greenwich. There are now plans to 
use the castle’s function room and education

facilities for community activities, 
educational visits, and corporate event hire. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s cabinet 
member for regeneration and transport, 
said: “We are delighted that the restoration 
of the castle is complete. 

“It will provide an important community 
facility offering artistic, educational and 
heritage resources for local people. 

“But it will also add to our portfolio of 
historic landmark sites which attract 
millions of visitors each year.”

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WHEN AND WHERE? 

Starting 28th July and running throughout August 2014 
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I s there something in the water in 
Abbey Wood? Or perhaps even in the 
soil? It seems a huge coincidence, 
but the winners of all four categories of 
this year’s Greenwich in Bloom are from 
the district. 

While the winners chuckle at the 
suggestion, they all agree that the not- 
so-secret ingredient to life being a bed of 
roses is hard work and perseverance. 

For Barbara Ball, 75, winner of the best 
back garden, the roots of success stem 
back a quarter of a century. 

“When we moved in 25 years ago we 
took 515 bags of thick yellow clay out 
and took them to the recycling centre 
and put in two lorry loads of topsoil,” 
she said, describing how it amounted to 
three feet of clay. 

“That gave good foundations to the 
ground, especially to put seeds in. The 
only thing that grows in clay is roses.” 

Having moved to her Mottisfont Road 
home in October 1988, it took until May 
1989 to build the necessary foundations. 

“The garden has evolved over 25 years, 
so I only put perennials in and when 
one thing dies another thing is there to 
take its place. The judges came at the 
right time when the whole garden was 
blooming, but I’ve usually got colour all 
year round.” 

Tree lilies, poppies, campanula and 
much more adorn her garden. “There 
are no weeds in my garden,” says 
Barbara proudly “there isn’t any room 
for them!” 

Barbara, who rose from third in the 
category last year - the first time she 
entered - to win it this year, said it was 


half hour pottering in the garden is a 
great relaxation.” 

Kevin also won the title last year, 
helping to emphasise the long-term 
nature of his work. “It’s taken 11 or 12 
years to get to this position with many 
of the plants. Sometimes you plant 
things thinking about how it’s going to 
look in a year’s time.” 

Bus driver John O’Rourke, 66, and 
his retired wife Margaret, 69, won two 
categories - retaining the best hanging 
basket/window box title and reclaiming 
best summer front garden, having won 
it in 2012. 

In the front garden, spelling out World 
War One - in the 100th anniversary year 
of the start of the Great War - did the 
trick. Margaret’s previous themes have 
included the Olympics and the Queen’s 
Jubilee. She said: “Somebody said do the 
World Cup but football is on all the time 
and the anniversary of World War One is 
a big one. 

“Once the flowers grew up you really 


had to look at it to see World War One. 

“We always go for lots of colours,” she 
said of the petunias and lavinias. “For 
amateur gardeners it becomes quite 
expensive, but we just love gardening 
and flowers.” 

Cllr Jackie Smith, cabinet member for 
community safety and the environment, 
said: “Congratulations to the winners of 
this year’s Greenwich in Bloom and to 
everyone who took part. 

“It is wonderful that so many people 
take the time and effort to keep the royal 
borough looking bright and we would 
encourage everyone who enjoys the 
wonderful hobby of gardening to do so, 
whether it be with the smallest window 
box or boldest garden.

Community project inspires more 


INTEREST in a community 
garden set up a year ago 
at Charlton Railway 
Station has quickly 
mushroomed - 
inspiring two other 
groups to start up. 

Not only has their 
dedication been 
recognised by the Royal 
Horticultural Society 
(RHS), who presented a 
plaque on the first anniversary 
of the garden being open. 

But two other groups have sprung up 
to run similar ventures at two other 
railway stations. 

The RHS gave the Charlton Community 
Garden group a grant to set up the four 
raised beds, while the group now relies 
on donations when produce such as 
onions are picked. 

“The idea is to encourage people to 
grow in every small space, rather than 
go to the shops,” said Judy Wolfram, 
chair of Charlton Community Garden, 
which encourages anyone to use 


available green space to 
grow things. 

“When we had our first 
event last year, people 
from Westcombe Park 
and Maze Hill asked 
us how to set one up in 
their areas. We’re really 
happy to talk to people 
who want to do it.” 

While some of the 
plants in four raised beds 
are flowers, a lot of it is edible - 
including herbs, a black currant bush, 
strawberries, broad beans and a grape 
vine, planted by the then mayor, Cllr 
David Grant. About 20 people take turns 
to tend and water the plants. 

At the anniversary event, attended 
by RHS executive vice-president Jim 
Gardiner and George Plumptre, chief 
executive of the National Gardens 
Scheme, the community group hosted a 
‘potluck picnic’ featuring produce from 
the garden.

AN unused and overgrown piece of 
council-owned land at Abbey Wood has 
been turned into a memorial garden to 
mark the centenary of the First World 
War. 

The community project brought 
together families, local schools, 
Greenwich Community College, 
Hawksmere youth club and residents at 
Weybourne care home. 

All involved, including Cllr Denise 
Hyland, the leader of the council, helped 
plant out £200 worth of plants donated by 
C2K, the local community centre. 

The groundwork and landscaping was 
carried out by young offenders on a 
Community Payback scheme, who will 
also maintain the garden. 

The idea for a memorial garden on the 
land in Rosedale Close came from the 
Abbey Wood Residents’ Forum. It will be 
opened officially at the end of August, 
with a marble plaque provided by a 
local memorial stonemason. There are 
also plans to run community learning 
sessions in the garden with tutors from 
the community college.

People on the Housing register are able to bid for all properties, 
regardless of their banding. You must be eligible for the size of 
property and bids will be considered in the following order: 

First Band A, followed by Band B both in priority date order. 

Those in Band C will then be considered in registration date order.

ZOE Smith’s 
sister could soon 
be joining her on 
the international 
weightlifting stage, 
given her dramatic 
rise in the rankings 
in the Balfour 
Beatty London 
Youth Games. 

Yana Smith, 17, 
finished 14th from 19 
last year, after little 
preparation and just 
to help out the team. 

But this time the 
youngster from Abbey Wood finished 
very close to a medal. 

Zoe, 20, who will compete in the 
Commonwealth Games in Glasgow at the 
end of the month, is one of the event’s 
most famous former competitors, along 
with fellow Greenwich Starting Blocks 
ambassador Gemma Gibbons, the London 
2012 Olympic judo silver medallist. 

Yana and Zoe’s mum, Niki, said: “I can’t 
begin to tell you how proud I was of her. 
She improved her standing from last year, 
achieved the qualifying total to take part 
in the British under 18s in October and 
with her partner (Denton Conteh, 18) won 
overall team bronze for Greenwich.”
